One new student arrived at the beginning of 
November 1917 for the Interior Department, and 
as the Report had not then gone to press, his name 
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is included, Luang Sri Sudasna. One student, who 
had been in England for some two years, has 
become a student of the Privy Purse Department, 
Nai Choop Jotikasthira. Two students have re- 
turned to Siam, Luang Sakdi Seni (Interior) and 
Nai Pia Madhuprot (Education). One student 
has been transferred from the Education to the 
Military Department, Captain P. Sai, M.B., B.S. 
One student has received an appointment in Europe, 
Mom Chao Waidyakofn. 

Health of Students.: — The only serious cases of 
illness have been : — 

Tunku Cha Successfully operated on for appendicitis. 

Nai Mani - Suffered from intestinal trouble, but has now 

recovered. 

NaiToh Suda-sna Suffered from an attack of pleurisy, from 

which he recovered. 

Nai Pravatti Still suffering from an affection of the glands. 

Nai Chandha Ldhanan Remains under medical treatment. 

Conduct of Students. — While the conduct of the 
general body of students maintains its usual high 
level, I regret to report that four students of the 
Education Department have been guilty of serious 
misconduct. 

These four students completed their educational 
career in July. They received their second class 
tickets to Singapore, and first class thence to Siam, 
in accordance with Regulations, and the usual 
allowances in cash for their journey homewards. 
Each also received an additional sum of money to 
allow him to procure books and instruments useful 
for his future career. In September they proceeded 
to Liverpool to await the departure of the ship. 
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Twenty-four hours before the ship sailed they 
telegraphed refusing to travel second class. In 
reply they received- telegraphic orders to proceed 
by this boat as ari:anged. They joined the ship, 
and were warned by the Manager of the Line that 
their tickets would be forfeited if they did not sail. 
In defiance of orders and of the Manager's warning, 
they persisted in returning ashore. Passages were 
then offered to them by the following ship but they 
did not accept the offer, and all payments to them 
or on their behalf then ceased. 

They had in their possession the money handed 
to them for the journey, and later they endeavoured, 
unsuccessfully, to obtain from the shipping agents 
the money paid by the Government for their 
passages to Siam. 

Later, however, one of the four students 
expressed regret for his behaviour, and has been 
permitted to return to Siam. 

The other three studehts, Nai Choom, Nai 
Thieb, and Nai Udom, still remain in Liverpool. 

The Siamese Students Meeting. — Owing to the 
difficulties with regard to food, servants, etc., the 
annual reunion of students has been suspended 
during the War.

(Studying Engineering.') 
Date of Birth, Feb. 1894. Date of Arrival, June 191 1. 

During the past year this student remained at 
the City and Guilds' Engineering College attending 
their special Post-Graduate Course in Railway 
Engineering. The Registrar of the College writes 
on 12th July : — 

M. C. Rajada has completed his course brilliantly, and 
personally I should like to testify to the praiseworthy 
way in which he has devoted himself to his studies. 
I am sure that the high standard of diligence and 
earnestness he has set will be of immense value to 
future Siamese students who may take a course at 
the Engineering College. 

M. C. Rajada has not only been awarded the 
Unwin Scholarship (value £\ 2), but also the Diploma 
of Membership of the Imperial College of Science 
and Technology (D.I.C), in recognition of his past 
work. In September he commenced his year's 
practical training in the works of the London and 
North-Western Railway at Crewe, as a private 
pupil of Mr Bowen Cooke, Chiefs Mechanical 
Engineer of the line. A further period of work 
on the permanent way will then complete his training. 
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M. C. Rajada's career at the City and Guilds' 
Engin.eering College is now ended. The distinctions 
gained <by him are the best proof not only of his 
abilities, but also of his unremitting hard work 
during the whole of the four years he has been there. 
I need hardly add that his conduct has been as 
satisfactory as his work.

No change in the number of the students of this 
Department has taken place during the period under 
review, which remains at five. One student having 
taken his degree at the University of Birmingham, 
is engaged in Research Work at that University. 
One student is a pupil at the Great Northern Rail- 
way works, one is working in various departments 
of the Post Office, one is at an Engineering College, 
and one is at a Technical Institute in training as a 
Telephonic and Telegraphic Engineer. 



Nai Yone, B.Sc. 

Date of Birth, Aug. 1893. Date of Arrival, June 191 1. 

Nai Yone has now passed the final examination 
for the B.Sc. (Engineering) of the University of 
Birmingham with honours in Civil Engineering. 
He gained, exceptionally good marks in the three 
courses of Civil Engineering and in Accounting. 
He also passed a good examination in Geology. 
The University awarded him the Bowen Research 
Scholarship (value .;^98) in recognition of his work 
during his career and at the Examination. 

In consultation with the Dean of the Faculty of 
Engineering it was arranged that Nai Yone should 
devote the greater portion of the year's research 
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work to the study of reinforced concrete and 
cement. 

The Dean speaks most highly of Nai Yone's 
work and character. Nai Yone's appointment as 
a University Research Scholar is the greatest 
honour that the University could have conferred 
on him, and shows clearly that he is a student of 
exceptional abilities. He is, I believe, the first 
Siamese student to be so distinguished. 

After this year's research work, a year in 
Engineering Works and a year on outdoor and 
office work will compelete his training, and should 
render him capable of valuable service to his own 
country. 

Mom Luang Oorai. 

Date of Birth, i8th Feb. 1894. Date of Arrival, June 1910. 

This student's training as a private pupil of a 
Permanent Way Engineer lasted only six months. 
On the 24th of July he began a year's pupilage at 
the Doncaster works of the Great Northern Rail- 
way as a private pupil of Mr Gresley, Locomotive 
Engineer. It is too soon to say definitely whether 
he will be more successful in his present position 
than he has been hitherto. The reports on his 
work up to the present time are good.

Hospital during the • past year, reading for the 
M.R.C.S. and L.R.C.P. qualifications!' During the 
year he has held the following appointments : —

April-June Clerk and Dresser in the Eye, Nerve,

August "Anaesthetic Clerk. 

In April Nai Kamchorn passed in Midwifery, 
in July in Medicine, in October in Surgery, and is 
now fully qualified. He is hence eligible for appoint- 
ments as House Surgeon or House Physician, and 
will continue working for the Degree of Bacheloj of 
Medicine and Surgery of the University of London. 
The Sub-Dean of Guy's Hospital writes on ist 
September : — " I am glad to be able to state that 
Nai Kamch'orn's work during the past year has 
been exceptionally good. His progress has been 
most satisfactory." 

Five years is the minimum period in which a 
medical student can qualify as a practitioner. .Nai 
Kamchorn became a Medical Student in 191 2, and 
qualified in 1917.

Date of Birth, 17th Sept. 1898. Date of Arrival, June 1915. 

Nai Phinn has now completed his two years of 
school training. He left Aldenham School in July 
1917. He still finds the English language very 
difficult, despite his hard work. The Headmaster 
of Aldenham writes in his final report : — 

Nai Phinn's grasp of the English Language is still rather 
insecure, a fact which is bound to act prejudicially 
on his work. He is also of rather a despondent turn 
of mind. Still he has undoubtedly, profited by his 
time here. 

Nai Phinn has passed the first part of his 
Medical Preliminary (Latin and Mathematics). He, 
however, has not ye't succeeded in. passing the 
second part (English and French). He worked all 
the summer vacation, and failed in English at the 
September examination by ten marks only. 

He has now commenced working with a. private 
tutor in London, and will try agaiii in December, 
when I hope he will be successful. At the saine 
time he will keep up his Physics and Chemistry. 
His conduct during the past year has been excellent. 

Nai Lek. 
[Studying Engineering.) 

Date of Birth, 4th Oct. 1893. Date of Arrival, June 1912. 

This Student has now passed his Second Year's 
Examination for the Engineering Degree of the 
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University of Birmingham. He is now working 
for the Third Year's Examination. . 

The Course for the B.Sc. Degree in Mechanical 
Engineering at Birmingham covers a period of four 
years, and Nai Lek, if successful at his next examina- 
tion, ought to be able to complete his University 
Course in June 1919. A period of one year in 
works and one year in an office is the minimum 
period for him to qualify for admission to the Institute 
of Mechanical Engineers. 

His conduct during the year has been quite 
satisfactory, and he has undoubtedly worked hard. 

Nai Tee. 
[Studying' Engineering. ) 

Date 'Of Birth, 2nd Feb. 1899. Date of Arrival, June 1915. 

This student left Eastbourne College in July 
after a very satisfactory two years' work. In June 
he entered for the London Matriculation. He 
passed in every subject except French. He then 
worked with a private tutor during the summer 
vacation for the entrance examination to the School 
of Technology of the University of Manchester. 
This examination he passed most satisfactorily, and 
has now joined the University of Manchester, and is 
working for the Certificate in Mechanical Engineer- 
ing. 

Nai Tee will be given another opportunity of 
passing the Matriculation Examination in order that 
he may be able to take a degree in Engineering. 
The course for the Certificate in Engineering of the 
School of Technology is the same as the course for 
the degree, and Nai Tee is therefore doing the same 
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work as he would be doing had he passed the 
Matriculation, but unless he passes the Matriculation 
Examination he cannot receive a degree. 

Nai Tee lives at Dalton Hall, Manchester, one 
of the residential halls of the University. His 
conduct and work during the past year have been 
satisfactory in every way. 

Nai Saroj Subhung. 
(Studying Architecture.) 

Date of Birth, July 1896. iJate of Arrival, June 1913. 

Nai Saroj Subhung has now completed his second 
year at the University School of Architecture, Liver- 
pool. He did not succeed in obtaining the First 
Class Certificate, which' is necessary for exemption 
from the examination of the Royal Institution of 
British Architects. The Professor in charge of the 
School reports (20th August 191 7) : — 

Nai Saroj Subhung has this session experienced some 
difficulty in grasping the principles of composition 
and in the technical manipulation of form generally. 
His' progress, therefore, has been somewhat retarded, 
in spite of an improvement in draughtsmanship. It 
is hoped that another year at the School may result 
in his acquiring the proficiency necessary to the 
achievements of a First Class Certificate. 

In these circumstances, and in view of the 
impossibility of finding work for him in an architect's 
office at the present time, it was decided that he 
should remain a third year at the School of 
Architecture. 

During the summer vacation Nai Saroj worked 
at his profession under the advice of his Professor, 
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the first part of the time in Liverpool, and the latter 
part in Edinburgh, where he was allowed to make 
plans, etc., of one of the public buildings by the 
kindness of the Local Authorities. 

I have recently visited the School of Architecture, 
and I am ass;ured that Nai Saroj Subhung possesses 
the requisite ability to obtain a First Class Certificate 
if he will only work hard both in the school and at 
home. If he succeeds in obtaining a First Class 
Certificate in June next there is a good chance of 
obtaining the requisite office training in Liverpool, 
and during this training he would be allowed to work 
one day a week in the school, and also for three 
evenings a week. With two years of such combined 
work he could obtain his Diploma both in Archi- 
tecture and Town Planning. His conduct during 
the past year has been excellent. 

Nai Chai. 

{Studying Arts and Crafts.) 
Date of Birth, 22nd Sept. 1895. Date of Arrival, June 1914. 

This student has now completed his first year 
at University College, Reading. His first two 
years in England did not show much promise, but 
the reports on his last year's work demonstrate that, 
having now found his bent, he is making progress. 
The College report states : — 

Nai Chai entered the Fine Arts Department of this 
University College in October 191 6. He has shown 
much interest in his work, and has impressed the 
Director with his desire to do well. His drawing, 
painting, and modelling all evidence considerable 
appreciation of fundamental canons. His diligence 
and conduct have been creditable. 
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In the summer vacation he worked in London 
at the studio of Mr Edwin Norbury, who writes : — 

Nai Chai commenced his holiday course of study on 6th 
July, and worked, very steadily until 15th August. 
He attended twice daily. He was punctual and 
greatly interested in his work, which consisted of the 
first stage of pen and ink drawing for reproduction, 
and oil painting from the life and still life. I am 
greatly pleased with him, and think he possesses a 
keen sense of colour, and is a good draughtsman. 

Nai Chai's conduct during the year has been 
satisfactory, and I am glad to be able now to report 
favourably on his work. 



Nai Phrot. 

(Studying Science.) 
Date of Birth, 17th Nov. 1895. Date of Arrival, July 1914. 

Nai Phrot has now completed his first year as 
a matriculated student of the University of Bristol, 
where he resides at Edgecumbe Hall, the University 
Hall of Residence. In June he passed, at his first 
attempt, the Intermediate B.Sc. examination,' taking 
the following subjects : — Mathematics, Physics, and 
Chemistry. 

Only two subjects are required for the final 
B.Sc. examination. On the advice of his Professor, 
Nai Phrot will take Mathematics and Physics.

Mathematics His work is excellent ; his only fault is that 
he is rather slow in putting his work on 
paper. (First in his form.) 

ChemisWy Is making progress. 

Physics Has shown himself capable of' steady and 

careful work. 
French Weak. 

Housemaster - Excellent ; has been very steady and worked 
really well. 

Headmaster Is an excellent worker, and has always 
behaved well. 

Nai Teng Hee entered for the London Matricu- 
lation in June, but failed in English and French. 
In October he entered University College, Reading, 
where he will attend classes in Mathematics and 
Science, and receive special tuition in English. In 
this way it is hoped that he will matriculate during 
the year at the London University under Statute 
116, and then proceed to a Bachelor of Science 
Degree. His conduct during the year has been 
excellent. 
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Nai Mann. 
{Studying Science.) 

Date of Birth, 2nd Jan. 1895. Date of Arrival, June 1913. 

This student has now completed his first year as 
a member of Jesus College, Oxford. He entered 
for the Additional Subject (French) in Responsions 
during the year, but failed,. as he omitted to take one 
of the necessary papers. He also entered for the 
Preliminary Examination in Natural Science, but 
failed in Chemistry, which subject he will have to 
take again. 

Nai Mann has devoted the greater part of the 
Long Vacation to reading with a tutor for the 
examination in lieu of Holy Scripture and the 
additional Subject (French) Examination. The 
College reports that he is very hardworking, and 
attributes his want of success to an insufficient know- 
ledge of English.

This student has now completed his first year at 
University College, Reading, which reports :— 

Nai Choon entered this University College in October 
19 1 6, and was attached to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. He took up the First Year Diploma Course, 
but failed to pass the first year's examination. This 
was not due to lack of industry, but to his ignorance 
of preliminary technical knowledge of English Agri- 
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^culture, which all who take this course possess as a 
matter of everyday, life. His diligence and conduct 
have been quite creditable, and I expect his second 
year here will show considerable advance. He has 
spent some time on a farm during th^ summer 
vacation, to secure some knowledge of practical 
conditions. 

Nai Choon manifested a desire to be trained in 
agriculture after he had^ been some two years in 
England worlyng at literary and scientific subjects. 
Hence he joined, the agricultural course with very 
little technical knowledge, and though he has worked 
very hard and takes deep interest in his subject, he 
had a lot to learn before he could reach the standard 
of English students in the same work. His vacation 
has given him some insight into practical farming, 
and I trust his next year will be more successful. 
His conduct during the year has been quite 
satisfactory. 

Nai Prapart. 
{^Studying Military Engineering.') 

Date of Birth, 31st Oct. 1898. Date of Arrival, June 191 1. 

This student remained at Oundle School till 
July 19 1 7. His final report was good. The Head- 
master writes : — "Quite good; a good boy, who has 
worked well and will do well." 

Nai Prapart spent September reading with the 
Rev. Mr Thomas for the entrance examination of 
the City and Guilds' Engineering College, which he 
passed, and has now begun his Engineering studies 
at, the College He resides in the house of Mr J. 
Jones, the Registrar of the College, at 9 Milborne 
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Grove, S.W. lo. His conduct during the year has 
been excellent, and his success in the examination 
is a proof of his work. 



Nai Chinta Sanasena. 

(General Education Preliminary to Law.) 

Date of Birth, igth Feb. 1902. Date of Transfer, April 1914. 

This student remains at Marlborough College. 
The report on his last term's work is as follows : — 

Form Master's Report He is naturally handicapped in 

English and French subjects, 
and this prevents him taking a 
high place. I think he could 
concentrate better on his work, 
though he always shows in- 
dustry. 

Mathematics Improved. 

Chemistry Weak, but works well. 

Physics Very weak indeed. 

German Good progress. 

Drawing Poor. 

General conduct He has settled easily and naturally 

into his new house, and is doing 
well. 

Headmaster's Report Creditable. 

Owing to an outbreak of measles at Marlborough 
Nai Chinta Sanasena had to be removed from 
School in March till the end of the term, and worked 
meantime with the Rev. Mr Basset-Pike at Exeter. 
On his return to School he entered Mr Gidney's, 
one of the Senior Houses. His conduct is always 
perfectly satisfactory, though his School reports do 
not indicate any special ability. 
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.Nai Pia Madhuprot. 
(Studied for Teaching^ 

Nai Pia has now returned to Siam. He spent 
his last year as an Undergraduate at the University 
of Oxford, studying in the School of Geography, 
and also studied French. He obtained the Uni- 
versity Certificate in Geography, but the time he 
devoted to this subject was not sufficient for him to 
obtain the Diploma. He was an extremely keen 
and hard working student ; most of his vacations 
were spent on practical work in Geography, and 
the Director of the Geographical School had a high 
opinion of his work. Before his return to Siam, 
Nai Pia accompanied the Director on a special 
Geographical tour in Derbyshire. 

Nai Pia should be of value as a teacher of 
Geography. He was trained as a teacher before 
he took up this special work. His English, how- 
ever, is weak, though his knowledge of his subjects 
is good. His conduct during his stay at Oxford 
was satisfactory, but he terminated his career by 
joining with three other students to defy the in- 
structions of their Government. I am glad, how- 
ever, to report that after six weeks' obduracy he 
submitted himself to authority, and immediate 
arrangements were made for his return to Siam. 

Nai Udom. 

(Studied Mining.) 

Nai Udom has now completed his studies. He 
spent his last three years at the , University of 
Leeds- studying Mining Engineering. Mr E. L. 
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Hummel, the Professor of Mining, reports (25th 
July 1917): — "Nai Udom obtained the Diploma 
in Mining Engineering and passed quite well. Our 
Diploma is quite similar to our Degree." 

The Lecturer in Geology of the University 
reports (3rd July 1917 ) : — 

Nai Udom has been a student in this Department during 
the last Session, and has taken the usual course in 
Geology for the Diploma in Mining. I have been 
more especially concerned with his work in Practical 
Geology, both in the laboratory and in the field. 
He has also taken under my direction a course in 
Economic Mineralogy, which includes the examina- 
tion of a Mining District. In all his work I have 
found him painstaking and diligent, and considering 
the very short time he has been able to devote to 
such studies, his progress has been most satisfactory, 
even in the more technical parts of the subject. 
His conduct has been exemplary, and I have much 
pleasure in saying that he has acquitted himself most 
creditably while he has been here. 

Though this student's educational career has 
been satisfactory, I regret to report that he is one 
of the four students who, at the termination of 
their studies, joined together in defying the orders 
of their Government. 

Nai Thieb. 

(Studied for Teaching.) 

Date of Birth, 23rd May 1893. Date of Arrival, June 19 12. 

.This student has now completed his studies. 
After a three years' course at. University College, 
Reading, he failed to obtain the College Diploma 
in Letters, but the report by Mr H. S. Cooke, M.A.,* 
the Lecturer under whose special care he was

placed, shows that his time was in no way wasted. 
Mr Cook writes (ist August 1917) : — 

Nai Thieb pursued the course of studies for the College 
Diploma in Letters this last session, but has un- 
fortunately not arrived at expectations, and has failed. 
I attribute this entirely to his lack of ability to- 
reproduce knowledge in the Examination room. His 
conduct and diligence have been most praiseworthy 
during the time he has been here, and he has entered, 
fully into the various College activities. His fellow- 
students have on various occasions elected him to- 
posts of responsibility, which vouches to their esteem 
of him. 

His knowledge of Botany is sound, and he' is in this 
subject fairly up to London University (intermediate)- 
standard. In the Theory of Education he has done 
a fair amount of— r 

1. Pure and Apphed Psychology. 

2. Theory of Teaching — Methodology. 

3. Moral Science — Ethics. 

His experiences in Practical Teaching have been varied. 
He has seen several schools, and taught in Ele- 
mentary and Secondary ones. His strong feature is- 
undoubtedly as a Teacher rather than Student. He 
has, in May and June, taught a large class of boys, 
aged 14-15, with considerable success, especially in 
Science. He has a natural gift of expression, teaches 
step by step, and is very patient and determined to 
secure that his pupils learn and master thoroughly. 
His weak point is a tendency to be. tardy in pro- 
cedure, but - this is a temperamental factor of his 
character. It is right of me to state that he has had 
three masters in the ■ School he has recently been 
teaching in — all three men with B.Sc. degrees— who 
have spoken in commendation of his teaching ability. 
They have assisted me in the supervision of his work, 
and we all agree that he promises to be one of the 
best teachers of all the Siamese Students who have 
studied here. 
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Though this student's educational career has 
been fairly satisfactory, I regret to report "that he 
is one of the four students who, at the termination 
of their studies, joined together in defying the 
orders of their Government. 

Nai Choom. 
{^Studied Arts and Crafts.) 

Date of Birth, loth March 1894. Date of Arrival, June 1912. 

Nai Choom has now completed his five years' 
training in England. Shortly before he was due 
to return home he made a tour in the North of 
England, and visited the workshops of electroplating 
and jewellery firms. 

The last report on the completion of his three 
years' work at the London County School of Arts 
and Crafts states : — 

Nai Choom has worked here for three complete sessions, 
his subjects of study having been goldsmithing, 
silversmithing, enamelling, engraving, and the neces- 
sary kindred branches of the craft. He also studied 
drawing, modelling, and design. He attended 
regularly, worked steadily, displayed great intelligence 
and appreciation of the crafts, is well grounded both 
in theory and practice, and should become a first- 
class craftsman. From my experience of him I 
should consider that he should also prove to be a 
good teacher, should he ever undertake such a post. 

You may remember that last year I was anxious that 
Choom should pass the City and Guilds' Examination 
in Jewellery and Silversmithing, but unfortunately, 
owing to the War, the examination was suspended and 
has since remained so. He has made remarkable 
progress, and in my opinion would have easily, passed 
a difficult examination in the subjects that he has 
been studying. 
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Nai Choom is one of the four students who 
joined together in defying the orders of their 
Government. Since the departure of the steamer 
by which his passage had been taken, and by which 
he refused to travel, he has twice endeavoured to 
obtain work in England through the Principal of 
the School of Arts and Crafts. I need hardly add 
that in the circumstances the Principal has declined 
to assist him. 



STUDENTS OF THE MINISTRY

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FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The number of the Students in this Department 
is twelve. All are being trained with a view to 
Departmental work on their return. Four are 
following University Courses, three are articled 
to Chartered Accountants, one is articled to a 
Borough Accountant, and the remaining four are 
receiving training in Accountants' offices, but are 
not articled. 

Mom Chad Akhabandhu. 

Date of Birth, 27th Oct. 1896. Date of Arrival, July 1912. 

M. C. Akhabandhu remains at St Edmund 
Hall, Oxford. The Principal writes under date 
of 5th November 19 17 : — 

I am very glad to be able to give the usual good report of 
Mom Chao Akhabandhu's work and conduct.

M. R. Prabriddhi read with private tutors until 
he entered St John's College, Oxford, in October 
1 9 14. He spent the first eighteen months at the 
University reading for Moderations, but was un- 
successful. The past eighteen months has been 
spent in reading for the Diploma in Economics 
and Political Science, in which subj'ects the College 
Authorities speak highly of his abilities and dili- 
gence. On the advice of Mr Sydney Ball, tutor 
of St John's, he will spend the coming year reading 
for the Oxford Diploma at the School of Economics 
in London, returning to Oxford for the examination. 
I am very pleased to report that during the past 
year his work and conduct have been excellent. 

Mom Rachawongse Promchai. 

Date of Birth, 12th April 1897. Date of Arrival, June 1912. 

This student has worked with private tutors 
since his arrival in England. His last tutor, 
Mr Fortescue, was sanguine that he would pass 
Responsions in December 191 5, but although he 
has made several attempts they have been un- 
successful. 

It has now been arranged that he should go to 
Armstrong College (University of Durham) and 
read for the Diploma in Commerce, the four 
principal subjects of which are : —

His conduct during the past year has been quite 
satisfactory, but it is disappointing after the ex- 
cellent earlier reports on his work that he should 
have been unable to pass Responsions.

This student passed the Preliminary Examina-

Mom Chao Waidyakorn has now completed his 
education, and joined the Staff of the Siamese 
Legation in Paris. In July he obtained the Diploma 
of the Ecole des Sciences Politiques at Paris. He 
was placed first in the final examination for the 
Diploma, and awarded the prize of 300 francs. He 
obtained " La mention tr^s bien,", a distinction 
awarded to only two other students, though eleven 
students gained "La mention bien." It is really 
remarkable that a Siamese student who had received 
his earlier training in England should have attained 
such distinction in France at an Institution of the 
rank of the Ecole des Sciences Politiques. 

He deserves the highest praise for a most 
successful career. The distinction he gained proved 
his abilities and powers of work, and during the 
whole period of his studies, from 1905 to 191 7, his 
conduct left nothing to be desired. 
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Mom Chao Khaisang Rabi. 

Date of Birth, Jan. 1899. Date of Transfer, Jan. 1915. 

M._C. Khaisang remained at Clayesmore School 
till July 19 1 7. The final report from the School 
was fair, and the Headmaster reported that during his 
last term he had worked better, and honestly tried.

The student is studying with* a view to being 
called to the Bar.

He 
passed in Roman Law (III. Class) in October i9i7> 
having failed at his first attempt at the May Examina- 
tion.

Luang Chinda Rakse at the beginning of the session

The number of students in this Department 
remains the same as last year. Both the students 
of this Department are b^ing trained as municipal 
engineers, one in the Engineering Faculty of 
King's College, London, and one as a pupil of a 
municipal engineer. 

Mom Luang Siri Israsena. 

Date of Birth, 22nd March 1896, Date of Arrival, Dec. 1909. 

After three years of work at the City and Guilds' 
Engineering College this student failed to reach the 
standard required from the second year's students. 
The total marks gained by him during his stay 
amounted to only 828 out of a possible 3,000, 
although he had repeated his first year's work.

M. L. Siri has now entered the office of the 
engineer and surveyor of the Market Harborough 
Urban District Council as a pupil of the surveyor 
and engineer, Mr H. G. Coales, A.M.I. C.E., F.S.I. , 
to gain practical experience of municipal engineer- 
ing.

This student successfully completed the examina- 
tion and became a Bachelor of Medicine and Surgery 
of the University of London in May 191 7 ; he then 
commenced reading for the higher degree of Master 
of Surgery (M.S.). During the past year he has 
held two appointments at St Thomas's Hospital, 
that of Resident House Surgeon for two periods of 
three months each, and that of Ophthalmic House 
Surgeon for one period of three months. 

On 1st August he was appointed salaried.
